000. 


It's too early to tell what the even- 


tual effect of the bases will be. Bermu- 
da has roots deep in Amercia. It was 
first settled as part of the Virginia 
colony. There are many who think 
that, even before the 99-year leases 
expire, these sunny coral islands will 
again belong to the same country as 
Virginia. This is an idea that few 
Bermudians like to think about.
